Mr. Harold Porter, c.m.c., has had 
n long record of Consular service in 
China. He was born in 1879 and 
educated at Felstead School, entering 
the British Consular Service in 
China by competitive examination. 
He was in the siege of Pcking in 1900, 
being awarded medal and clasp, and 
Jater held various consular posts in 
China and Korea. 


Consular Posts 


He was made Vice~Consul in 1011 
and Consul in 1913. He was Com- 
mercial Commissioner for Siberia 
1018-1919; Acting Consul-General at 
Mukden in 1924, Hankow 1925, and 
officiating Consul at Harbin' later in 
the sume year.

Committal proceedings ngainst three young men accused of

the murder of two brothers in a 


cave on the hillside above Bay 


Viow, on the cvening of March 10, were commenced before Mr. 
H.R. Butters at the Central Magletracy yesterday afternoon. 
Accused were Lau Kwong-fal, 22, Leung Kam-ki, 22, and Lo 
chung-hing, 19,.and the deccased brothers were Huen Kon-hing, 


22, and Huen Kon-wang, 21. 


The case aroused considerable interest among the Chinese 
community, and long before the Court sat, crowds gathered 


outside and rushed in to secure 

td, onter the Court. 

Accused; on thelr part, maintain- 
od a calm demeanour throughout 
and: smiled. and chatted .now. anc 
then to each other as the cose pro- 
ceeded. 

Mr. E. H, Williams, Assistant At- 
torney-General, appeared for the 
prosecution, assisted by Detective- 
Inspector C, R, Rozeskwy. e 

Briefly outlining the facts of the 
shooting, Mr. Williams said that the 
necused and deceased were members 
of n robber gang who frequented ao 
cave on’ the hillside. It was their 
meeting pluce when plotting their 
netivities, and perhaps after corry- 
Ang out some of them. On the even- 
Ing of March 10, the brothers and 
the three necused met In town and 
arranged to meet in the cave. It 
was clear then, said Mr. Willfams, 
that nccused and the brothers sus- 
pected and feared cach other; one 
party fenring that the other would 
give them away to the police. 

Accused arrived at the cave about 
10 p.m, and the evidence went to 
show thnt one of them prepared a 
revolver thnt had been stolen some 
time before from an Indian  con- 
stable. ‘he brothers arrived soon 
after, ond all rested, intending later 
to go out and steal vegetables, It 
appeared nt the Ume that the ace 
_cused had determined to get rid of 
the brothers for fear that they would 
give them away. 

They carried out thelr plan and 
shot the brothers. Who fired the ac 
tual shots was indefinite. First ac- 
cused admitted that he fired at the 
younger brother, but denied thot he 
shot the elder brother; it might hove 
been second: accused. Huen Kon- 
hing was killed outright. © Accused 
fied, lenving the brothers for dend. 
Huen Kon-wang staggered down the 
hillside and met someone. He was 
taken to Bay View police station, 
where he gave certain information 
resulting in the arrest of the accus-

Williams safd that the story started 
ubout the end of December last year, 
when. the. revolver was stolen from 
Indian constable B555, The con- 
stable went on duty about 6 p.m. on 
December 28, and about 7 p.m. was 
met by four young Chinese in Ken- 
nedy Road, A stone was flung at 
him, hitling him on the head and 
knocking him unconscious, The re- 
volver was then stolen. 

. A clansmaa_ of the brothers, con- 
tinued Mr. Williams, would state 
that he mct a dctectlve on March 
9, who asked him to make certain 
enquirics.. He later met the 
brothers, and asked them to get the 
Information fer h.m. 

About midnight on March 10, a 
switchboard attendant, Wu Kwal- 
ping, employed by the Taikoo Sugar 
Refinery, was walking along Tin 
Hau Temple Road on hls way home 
when he saw a man staggering down 
the hillside towards him, The man, 
Who was Huen Kon-wang, asked 
that a tax! be sent for, and sald he 
had been shot. Wu: supported him, 
and with the help of another man, 
took Kon-wang to Bay View station, 
At lam. on March 11, Sub-Inspec- 
for Hallam, ofMfcer-in-charge of the 
station, saw Kon-wang and noticed 
that he had three bullet wounds. 

Through certain information given 
by Kon-wang, Detcctive Sub-Inspec- 
tor Darkin, of Wanchal station, was 
informed, and a message was also 
sent to Detective-Sergeant Bentley, 
of the same station. The police 
made a scarck of the hillside above 
King's Road, but found nothing. 
Meanwhile, Sergeant Bentley went 
to No, 468 Lockhart Road, where he 
looked for a man named Yeung 
Tam-kel, but no-one of that name 
was there. However, he took the 
names of the persons on the floor, 
and went to Bay View Station. 
There ke ‘found out that he had 
somewhat confused the names, as 
second accused’s name was Leung 
Kam-kl He went back to the 
Lockhart Road nddress, and found 
Leung .asIcep on the floor, He ar- 
rested the moan, and told him that 
the police were looking for two 
other men. Leung suid the two 
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wanted persons were asleep on the 
roof, and on. going up‘ there, : Ser- 
getnt. Biodey found this was .s0, 
and arrested Lau and Lo, The flat 
was also searched for a revolver but 
nono’ was found. : : 


TOLD ABOUT CAVE 


Accused expressed thelr willing- 
ness to ‘tell the police where the re- 
volver was, and also mentioned 
something’ about a cave. Taking 
them back to Bny View station, De- 
tective-Inspector Rozeskwy cautlon- 
ed them and asked {if they were 
still willing to take the police to 
look for the revolver. After dis- 
cussing the question among them- 
selves, accused said they were, and 
took the police up a path lending 
from Tin Hau Temple Road. It was 
then about 6.40 a.m. 

Coming to a boulder, Leung point- 
ed it out, but on a torch belng flash- 
ed, nothing wns secn. However, 
Detective C128 crawled into a hole 
under the boulder, and at the bot- 
tom of it, wrapped up 
paper and a cloth, were a revolver, 
loudud..in. one. chamber, anda pig- 
sticking knife. Moving = further 
along the path,-a cave was polnt- 
ed out by Leung, and Sub-Inspector 
Hallam and C128 climbed into it. 
The firat cave was found to be about 
12 fect deep, and passing Into the 
second cave, Inspector Hallam found 
a rattan matting ond a dirty white 
coverlet over some pine branches in 
a corner, Some cooling utensils 
were also found, : : 

In a third cave, the Inspector came 
upon the body of Kon-hing, His 
head was covered with a pair of 
trousers while the lower part of his 
body was covered with a bed cover. 
There was a wound In his chest. 

Between the rattan matting and 
the coverlet, Inspector Hallam pick- 
ed up four empty cartridge cases. 
There. was also certain signs of 
burning on the quilt. Accused were 
then taken back to the police sta- 
tion, : 

Kon-wang was then in a serlous 
condition, and ot 38 um, informal 
notice was served on the’ accused 
that evidence might be taken from 
the dying man in thelr presence. 

At 9.30 a.m. Dr,. Begbie held a 
post-mortem cxamination on Kon- 
hing, 

About noon, a second notice was 
served on accused, and at 12.30 pm. 
Mr. R. Edwards, police magistrate, 
took a statement from Kon-wang in 
the presence of the accused. 


WOUNDED MAN'S STORY 

The evidence of the younger 
brother was to the effect that the 
accused persuaded his brother and 
himself to go to the cave. When 
they arrived, the accused were al- 
ready there, They stood talking to- 
gether. .Lau was holding a revol- 
ver, \and suggested they should go 
and steal, but Kon-wang refused, 
nnd accused then told the - brothers 
they suspected they would inform 
the police, Lau put up his gun, and 
the other two held knives. . They 
threatened the brothers, and Lau 
sald that if he did not kill them, 
they would Icill him.

‘The ‘firtt, missed, but the 
other two hit: him. Kon-wang. sald 
he then heard Lo tell. Lau to give 
him another bullet, but under cross- 
examination, said second’ accused had 
said that, He .nlso said he heard a 
shot fired at his brother, who. cried 
out, “Don't do if, Ah Feil” Lav, 
said .Mr. Williams, ‘was known as 
Ah Fei, Leung as Ah Mul, and Lo 
ask Pak Fu. “After the shooting, ac- 
cused werd nlleged to have sct fire 
to the grass, and taking some cloth- 
Ing, fied. Kor-wang claimed that 
the flre had been started 
him to death. : 

Lau did not then deny firing the 
shots, but cross-cxamining Kon- 
wang, asked, ‘How can you’ say I 
fired the shot, as I covered you 
with that quilt?” -Kon-wang had 
heard his brother call out, and con- 
cluded that the bullet which killed 
him had been fired by -Lau. Leung 
ndmitted ho had o knife with him, 
but said he did not point it. - 

ACCUSEDS' STATEMENTS 

On March 12, accused were charg- 
ed with the murder of _Huen_Kon-_ 
hing. Lau gave a long story which 
tallied with’.the story told by. Kon- 
wang. He sald he arranged with 
the second accused to go to the cave 
nnd to steal vegetables. He said he 
was ofrald of the brottiers, and be- 
fore their arrival.in the cave, Leung 
prepared , the revolver and put it 
into his girdle. After the brothers 
arrived ond some conversation had 
taken place, Lau claimed that Leung 
asked him to shoot Kon-hing. Lau 
said he refused to do it as Kon-hing 
was his friend, but Leung urged him 
on. Lau then fired three shots ot 
Kon-wang. -As they were Icaving, 
Lau sald Leung fired a shot at the 
elder brother. | 

Leung denied firing ot the -clder 
brother, and sald he did not see the 
actual shooting. : ; 

On March 23, Kon-wang died, and 
n post-mortem examination. was 
held, when ft was found that bullets 
had penetrated both his left and 
right chest. There were nine holes 
in his Intestines. Accused were also 
charged with his murder, and while 
Lau and Leung sald nothing, Lo 
gave o different story from that he 
had previously given, and was ap- 
parently trying to shicld the other 
two- accused. He sald he saw Kon- 
hing plck up a revolver ond threaten 
Lau and Leung. - 

Evidence was then called, Mr. O. 
C. Womack, land surveyor, Public 
Works Department,. deposed to mak~ 
ing plans of the: hillside and vicin- 
ity of the cave, 

After Sergeant T. G, MacKay, 
police photographer, had testified to 
taking photographs of the scene of 
the shooting, Polle-Sergcant D, A. 
Pockson, police armourer, said the 


pig-stlcking knife had a sharp point . 


but ‘the edge was not clean. Refer- 
ring to the revolver, he said it was 
a 38 long Smith and Wesson six- 
wenpon, beoring the 
police number 73. «It was loaded tn 
_ reset ne ihe coniae —_ 
© name. och, ~ was identical 
with the mamunitioa issued to the 
police for that: type of revolver. 

There was also fresh powder foul~ 
ing ot the base of the cylinder, in 
the chamber In Mnw with the barrel, 
and at the rear of the barrel. The 
revolver, he said, had been recently 
fired. He nlso examined the three 
empty cartridge cases and found 
them to be of the same type as the 
one in the revolver. They could 
have been fired from the revolver, 
and witness himself later satisfied 
himself by experiments that they 
hind in fact been fired from the re- 
volver. :

PUNISHMENT TO 
FIT THE CRIME 


Without wishing to criticise, 
much less to antagonise the 
authorities whose duty it is to 
enforce -the laws and punish 
their infraction, it is submitted 
that the ever-present desire for 
economy which should be cul- 
tivated by every department of 
administration, might encourage 
the suggestion of certain minor 
reforms in Hongkong. 

Consider the situation in the 
Colony's prisons.’ They are very 
much crowded. This newspaper 
was able to reveal yesterday 
that Stanley Prison, that home 
for the wayward, now houses 
upwards of 2,080 malo prisoners: 
A week ago-it held 2,500. It 
was built to accommodate only 


11,500, It. cost . something | tike 


$4,500,000 and the administra- 
tive cost, including the feeding 
of prisoners, was estimated at 
well over $1,000,000 for 1937. 
Prison food alone cost a quartey 
of a million, according to the 
estimates for the same year. 
There ig every reason to suppose 
that under the present over- 
crowded conditions these items 


of upkeep are going to be con-] 43) 


siderably swelled. The same 
state of affairs exists in the 
women’s: prison at Laichikok, 
built to detain 100, where 200 
inmates are at present. What 
is the warning to be taken from 
these facts? That with prison 
eapacity already heavily taxed, 
the popilation constantly on the 
increase and crime not noticeably 
abating, the community must 
presently be faced with such a 
state of affairs that only by re- 
leasing prisoners who have 
served part of their sentences 
can room be made for the daily 
contingent sent up from the 
courts, 

There are two possible cures 
for this situation. Either new 
facilities must be provided to 
take’ the. overflow from the 
prisons; or fewer prison sen- 
tences should be passed. Or 
improvement might be made 
possible by action on both these 
suggestions, If, for instance, 
short-term prisoners could he 
“put away” in a prison camp, 
where they could do a- little 
farming and live:simply in huts, 
caring for themselves as far ag 
possible, and under guard, of 
course, the congestion would te

funds. The deficiencies in naval 
antl-alreraft equipment revealed dur- 
ing the Mediterranean crisis of 1035 
were duc entirely to economy, 

Since those dnys, extraordinary 
progress has been made, and: it can 
now be stated thot the Navy is not 
worrying about air attack, Not only 
do new ‘ships briatle with high-angle 
guns of various calibres, but the 
accuracy of these guns has been 
greatly increased by the introduction 

- of improved fire-control methods. 

.New principles of ship construction.

- The Navy is to have & special 
corps of short-service officers, to 
‘be omployed solely on naval 
duties. This important innova- 
tion was announced by the Ad- 
miralty last night. 


The regulations — for the new 
category of officers are being ap- 
proved by an Order in Council. 


Although it is nearly six months 
since the Fiect Air Arm was trons- 
fered to Admiralty control, a con- 
siderable percentage of its officers is 
still supplied by the Royal Air Force. 


Eventually, however, it will be 
‘oMicered entirely” by. the Royal Navy 
and the Royal Marines, supplemented 
by the new cutegory of officers, 
Entries to the new branch are to 
cbegin'in April. Candidates must be 
not less than 17% years of age, the 
upper Hmlt being “under 23 on Jon, 1 
in the year in which they are enter- 
ed.” ‘They must be British subjects 
of pure European descent, and une 
married. ~ 

A standard of education, including 
mathematics, cquivalent to that of the 
school certificate, is required. At- 
tendance before an Admiralty selec- 
tion ‘committee and a strict medical 
examination are also necessary,

TWO YEARS’ TRAINING 


Accepted candidates will be .te- 
quired: to strve for seven years, the 
first two years being dccupled In 
training, including preliminary naval 
training, ushore and afloat, They 
will be Instructed in flying from ships 
and shore statlons, After training 
they will spend the remaining five 
years mostly in warships, including, 
the imnjority of cases, service -on 
foreign stations. . 

On the completion of seven years on 

the: active list the officers will be 
transferred to an emergency list for 
elght years, During this time they 
will be required to keep themselves 
jn flying practice and to undergo 
periodical training, elther of a fort- 
night yearly or a month cvcry two 
years, . :

Officers of the Air Branch who are 
22 at the thme of entry will rank ns 
Acting Sub-Licutenants: (A.); entrics 
below that age will rank os Midship- 
ment (A.), Their uniform will be 
similar to that of executive , naval 
oMcers except for a distinguishing 


badge. . 
RATES OF PAY 


Duties will be similar to those of a 
naval officer of the executive branch 
‘who ig attached to the Flect Air Arm, 
They will be eligible for the com- 
mand of Flect Air Arm units and 
certain other administrative work, but 
not for the command of sea-going 
vessels or navigation dutics. 

Rates of pay. in the new branch 
are: midshipman, 53. 2 day; acting 
sub-leutenant, 78, 8d; sub-Licuten- 
ant, 0s; Meutenant, 13s, Od. rising to 
105, 2d. after six years; licutenant- 
commander, 27s.

As 1 sat in his studio in Happy 
Valley and viewed a succession 
of artistic examples of striking 
beauty and delicacy of composi- 
tion, I could not help thinking 
what 'a pity it is that a man of 
such consummate genius should 
not be better known. . 


Why wouldn't it be possible fo: 
those who sponsor the cause of artls- 
tic appreciation in the Colony to 
erect a school wherein those who are 
interested in studying art and esthe- 
tics under such an accomplished mas- 
ter instead-of having to go abroad to 
Europe and America? 


Cav. Monti is a native of Cremona, 
which as every one knows is justly 
celebrated in the annals of artistic 
necomplishment on account of it be-~ 
ing the home of that famous family 
of violln makers—Amati and Stradl- 
varius, Monti, ds a youth, carly dis- 
played a predilection for art; for, lke 
Cellini, his father was also an artist 
of no Inconsidcrabie ability, and 
hence his first Instruction was glean- 
ed under parental guidance, He had 
Ukewlse an excellent opportunity to 
experiment in the medium which 
was the delight of the ancient sculp- 
tors of Greece and Rome. However, 
despite the ability to chisel with cone 
summate skill works which carly 
won him acclaim throughout the 
cities of his native Lombardy, was 
not enough for the aspiring youth 
who determined to become truly 
versatile not only in sculpture, but 
also In. modeling and painting ag 
well. Therefore, he studied under 
some of the greatest masters of mo- 
dern Italy--Butt!, Tallone and Men- 
tessi—artists whose works are unl~ 
versally admired and grace the gal- 
lerles of the great muscums of the 
world. So nccomplished wos young 
Monti in his zeal to master the diM- 
cult media of his teachers that lit 
imanoged .{o graduate with honours 
at the Accademia Reale of Brern at 
the early age of nineteen.

and they embrace every category of 
art—tmpressive monuments, magni- 
ficent statues and noble bas-reliefs. 
Some of them have been especially 
pralsed, and of these [s the famous 
ronze figure “La Cleca" (The Blind 
Girl) to be found ‘in the Cremona 
Museum. Tt js related that upon onc 
occasion a group of children came 
to "sec" this statue, Afler securing 
permission from the: Director of the 
Museum they preceeded to Inspect 
the work in their own' way—touching 
{t with that dellbernte delicacy that 
is so characteristic of those without 
slght—feeling It all over, from feet 
to walst and from body to head. 
Upon the latter their tiny hands 
Ungered for a long moment and 
when they had found what they so 
assiduously sought—the cyes—thcir 
joy could scarcely be repressed.

PUNISHMENT TO: 
FIT THE CRIME 


Without wishing to criticise, 
much less to antagonige the 
authorities whose duty it is to 
enforce the Jaws and punish 
their infraction, it is submitted 
that the ever-present desire for 
economy which should be cul- 
tivated by every department of 
administration, might encourage 


_|the suggestion of certain minor 


reforms in Hongkong. 


Consider the situation in the 
Colony’s prisons. They are very 
much crowded. This newspaper 
was able to reveal yesterday 
that Stanley Prison, that home 
for the wayward, now houses 
upwards of 2,080 male prisoners, 
A week ago it ‘held 2,500. It 
was built to accommodate only 
1,600.- It cost something Jike 
$4,600,000 and the: administra- 
tive cost, including the feeding 
of prisoners, was estimated at 
well over $1,000,000 for 1987. 
Prison food .alone cost a quarter 
of a million, according to the 
estimates for the same year. 
There is every reason to suppose 
that under the present over- 
crowded conditions these items 
of upkeep are going to be con- 
siderably swelled. The same 
state of affairs exists in the 
women’s prison at Laichikok, 
built to detain 100, where 200 
inmates arc at present. What 
ja the warning to be taken from 
these facts? That with prison 
capacity already heavily taxed, 
the population constantly on the 
increase and crime not noticeably 
abating, the community - must 
presently be faced with such a 
state of affairs that only by re- 
who have 
served part of their sentences 
can room be made for the daily 
contingent sent up from the 
courts, : 

There are two. possible cures 
for this situation. Either new 
facilities must be provided to 
take the overflow from the 
prisons; or fewer prison gen- 
tenees should be passed. Or 
improvement might be. made 
possible by action on both these 
suggestions. If, for instance, 
short-term prisoners could be 
“put away" in a prison camp, 
where they could do a little 
farming and live simply in huts, 
caring. for themselves as far: as 
possible, and under guard, of 
coursa, the congestion would-be 
relieved immediately. Stanley 
prison—in spite of the 200 iock- 
leas cells—is ‘stil] a safo place to 
lodge 'n dangerous criminal. But

the effect of bomb hits. In modern 
battleships and cruisers the armour

trols are splinter and bullct proofed. 
- ANTI-AIRCRAFT FLEET 

Every modern vessel of the Navy, 
from the capital ship down to the 
destroyer and the sloop, ls now able: 
to hit bacte with telling effect at 
hostile aircraft, This is also truc of 
the older units, which have been 
‘modernised and rearmed. 

Having provided for its own 
fence against the uir threat, the Navy 
took measures for: the protection of 
merchant shipping.

‘tam perfectly wliling to explain 
to Briain and France the problems 
which are not yet solved, and which 
are fitted for solution by negotiations. 
They ure problems which cannot be 
circumvented, For Instance, Ger- 
many {s the only great power without 
colonics, It is impossible to say 
when thls would be changed just as 
little as one could say when Austria 
would be incorporated, or the Rhine- 
land occupied, Ali these take place 
step by step at a time when we run 
the least possible risks. 

Formerly, said Dr. Goebbels, the 
British Cabinct could spend their 
week-ends quietly, as it was improb- 
able that Dr. Stressman would occupy 
the Rhineland and incorporate Aus- 
trian.’ To-day, things were different.

Only twelve cases of smallpox 
were reported to the healta authori- 
tles yesterday, This ts the lowest 
dally ‘report’ since January. 21, 
indicating that, with the approach 
af hot weather, the epidemic which 
has caused over 1,400 deaths is now 
definitely waning. 

Total number of cases since Junu- 
tiry 1 is 1,921. Six of yesterday's 
cases were reported from Kowloon, 
two from Shaukiwan, two from craft 
in the Harbour and one from the 
New Territories, Indicating 
abrupt drop in cases in the residen- 
tial area of Victoria, which was the 
centre of the epidemic, only one case 
‘was reported from that area, 

There were ‘four cases of meningi- 
tls, three of which were in Victoria 
and one in Kowloon, Four cases of 
dysentery (two cach in Victorian and 
Kowloon); five cases of measles 
(two in Victorla and three in Kow- 
loon) and a case of typhoid in Kow- 
loon.
